Hollywood paid tribute to} 
the event in the presence of Hedda 
Hooper, who daily heralds the 
fame of California’s citrus pro- 
ducts along with her gossip about 
cinemaland. 

Opening ceremonies were pur- 
posely shorter than a_ winter 
night in Nome so visitors could 
have more time to enjoy the beau- 
ties of the exhibits and be enter- 
tained by the stellar stage pro- 
gram which was presented on the 
Orange show stage.

Today the people of the citrus 
belt will have an opportunity to 
see and hear Kay Kyser, his band 
and his favorite performers, in- 
cluding Ginny Simms. There also 
will be four big time acts direct 
from the night clubs of Broad- 
way. Tomorrow, Abbott and “I'm 
a Bad Boy” Costello will be the 
headliners. 

The elaborate feature fruit ex- 
hibits number 17 and completely 
dominate the display space. Each 
recalls the “Days of the Dons”, 
which is the theme for this year’s 
exposition.

| Tax Exemption - 
Claims Should 
: Be Filed Soon 





It is time for filing claims for 
veteran and church exemption, ac- 
cording to M. A. Cramer, county 
, assessor. The law states that all 
claims must be filed with the 
‘county assessor in whose county 
the property listed for exeniption 
is located, between the first Mon- 
day in March and the last Mon- 
day in June. At no other time 
is the assessor allowed to accept 
these claims. 

Any veteran confined to his 
home, due to illness, may notify 
the assessor’s office, and a dep- 
uty will call to take his affidavit. 
If it is impossible for him to 
reach a deputy, the law permits 
this claim to be made before a 
notary public, 

Church exemption claims should 
be filed before the last Monday 
in June. This is the deadline fixed 
by a recent decision of the su- 
‘preme court, which requires tax- 
ation of church property on which 
no exemption has been filed.

Number of tenant Mexican fam- 
ilies in Upland’s area of juris- 
diction, according to the market 
analysis, is 268. Of this num- 
ber, a total of 87 pay monthly 
gross rent (including utilities) 
from $5 to $9.99; 156 pay from 
$10 to $14.99; 19 pay from $15 to 
$19.99, and 6 pay $20 gross rent. 

A break-down of family size 
shows that of the 268 Mexican 
families, 31 have two persons; 37 
have three persons; 43 have four 
persons; 40 have five persons; 31 
have six persons; 26 have seven 
persons, and 60 have eight or 
more_ persons. 

The number of English-speak- 
ing tenant families included in th~ 
market analysis totaled 142, Sur- 
vey for English-speaking fa~ 
ilies covered the same area as 
did the the housing survey of 
Mexican families, and _ therefore 
includes Upland, Cucamonga and, 
Alta Loma, 

Rents paid by English-speaking 
families are somewhat . higher 
than rents paid by Mexican fam- 
ilies, the survey shows. Of the 
142. English-speaking families, | 
there were 14 paying gross month- 
ly rent (including utilities) from 
$5 toa-$9.99; 19 paying $10 to 
$14.99; 59 paying $15 to $19.99, 
and 50 paying» $20 to $22. 

As was to be expected, English- 
speaking families are much small- 
er than Mexican families. Out of 
the 142 “Snglish-speaking tenant 
families, there were only two with 
eight or more persons.
